AFTER THE BATTLE. 

The gloomy view of things taken by 
some of t lie democrat te pa pers of the 
South, in commenting on the result of 
t lie elect ion, is rat her a musing, in view 
of the fact that the result has been 
immediately followed by a renewal of 
business activity in all parts of the 
country, such as has not hern seen 
before for a dozen years. From all 
direct ions come report s of idle facto¬ 
ries starting tip again and new enter¬ 
prises being started, and the outlook 
for the South especially, instead of 
being dark and forbidding, is brighter 
than it ever was before. It is true 
that the chosen occupation of 'those 
southern political leaders and news 
papers whicli have lived on their abil 
ify to pull the wool over the ey.hs of 
the people, and frighten them with 
bugbears and false alarms, is in dan¬ 
ger of being 4 a ken away from them; 
hence their lugubrious views of the 
situation; it is very natural that it 
shuifld not look bright to t hem. To 
the people at large, however, to whom 
general prosperity is more than parti¬ 
san success, it will soon appear tliit 
t hey are bet tcr olf t bin if t heir chosen 
leader had won ; for l lie assurance now 
before them that thcirrightsaiid inter¬ 
ests will lie protected will lead projec¬ 
tors of all sorts of industrial enter¬ 
prises to look to tlie inviting fields 
open to t hem in l lie South with a con¬ 
fidence they hav e never know n befora. 
This election was recognized as the 
turning point in the policy of the 
nut ional government, and t lifts* 11 tings 
arc, for^tlie present at least, pretty 
well seft let! by it. 


First, there will be no attempt for 
some time toconie to lead tliecomitry 
towards free trade; the democratie 
party has been squarely beaten on 
that issue, and no party vvilf risk 
anolber light on that line. 

Second, the I'uuil quietus has been 
administered to those blind leaders of 
the blind, who led the South' niton 
ruinous rebellion, and who have since 
labored to main! ain an almost equally 
ruinous policy of unllilicatton and 
blind resistance to the prosperity 
which bus been knocking so loudly nt 
our doors, and which m spite of their 
resistance has in part forced its way 
io upon ns; with tlieadntission of new 
States sure to follow the rut uni of the 
republican party to full power, the 
majority in favor of a free and honest 
republican form of government will he 
so large t hat it will he hopeless bit* the 
aristocrat ie policy of the soiiThern 
democracy ever to attempt another 
attack upon f he nut ioiial government. 
Sla very is as dead as free t rude, if not 
more so. 

Third, " it h, these t wo idols demol¬ 
ished the •‘Solid South” will melt 
before tne advancing forces of progress 
and prosperity like frost before the 
rising sun. and vvesh/tll li t v e no Nort h, 
no South, no Fast, no West, hut one 
great nation, in which all parts shall 
share alike in the blessings of freedom 
and prosperity, whirh the South- is 
now. for I lie first time in its history, 
likely to taste in the full ripeness and 
tin\or of home grown fruit. Let us 
not fear the ruining wave. It is not 
to overwhelm our slop. Inti lloat it 
safely olT the shoal on wlilrli it basso 
long st nek last. 

Emancipation in Brazil. 

Tin* people of the South can take,as 
it were, a t et rospecl ive view of I he sit¬ 
uation of Brazil. The laborsystem of 
that country is suffering from a mild 
4orm of disorder t bat prevailed in ours 
immediately after tlie war. Happily 
they have none of lIn* ealamities that 
in oiir case went along with the disor¬ 
ganization of labor.; hut that disorder 


alone is enough Io e/iuse the planters 
of Brazil a good deal of ineonvenienee, 
and, perhaps some slight loss for a 
time. * * * ThecofTeeorop,which is 
to t hat count ry w hat t hecot ton crop is 
to this, has been produced by mort¬ 
gaging the plant ii tions for supplies 
advanced from year ^o year. With 
lhis state of allairs, tin* emancipation 
of their slaves put the farmers in a 
position where, without money to Imy 
stippfies or pay wages, it seems inipos¬ 
sible to make a crop. * * * The 
paternal elm fact er of l he < iover till tent 
asserted itself in the loan, without 
interest, of $.‘l, 000.0110 to I he hank of 
Bio de Janeiro, on condition that I lie 
hank should add an equal sum, and 
lend the $11,000,000 to.the plant its at 
0 per rent, interest. This money has 
enabled the planters to employ labor 
and enltiv.aie their crops with una¬ 
bated energy. The frciulincti. asa rule, 
remain on the plantations and work 
for wages instead of food and cloth¬ 
ing.

, The Cotton Crop. 

The best authorities on the cotton 
crop agree in the belief that this year’s 
yield will he at least seven million 
hales. There-is, however. rwen.among 
t lie recognized ant lim it ies, much di ver- 
sit y of opinion, and t he est imates may 
lie said to range from seven million 
bales to seven and a quarter millions. 
The season throughout the cotton 
licit is about n month late, but never¬ 
theless there'is yet to lie gathered a 
crop fully as large us I hat of last year, 
if not larger. Thr Stnrkhnh/rr.
